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UNCLAIMED HERO REWARDS. 


Sailors Who Made Brave Rescues Have 
Been LGSt Sig ht Of. 
For gallant conduct on the high sens 
twenty rewards to British seamen are 
awaiting claimants at the offices of the 
board of trade. 
Particulars of the re­ 
wards and the men to whom they are 
due are published in a list of ‘‘Unclaimed 
Rewards” issued by the marine depart­ 
ment and posted at every port around the 
coast. 
The first case on the list bears the 
date 1889 , and the record of pluck goes 
on, sk ipping years here and toe re, until 
19 08. 
The rewards are for rescuing life 
at sea under dangerous circumstances, 
and vary 
from 
diplomas 
and silver 
watches to sums of money. 
Two pounds 
is the average sum, but in one case there 
is over io0 placed at the d i s pos a l of the 
board of trade for division among a 
number of British sailors who saved a 
Peruvian vessel from destruction. 
The 
rewards include 
some 
made 
by the 
French and Turk ish governments. 
“Every effort,” 
explained 
an official, 
“has been made to trace the men to 
whom the rewards are due, but without 
success. 
Considering the uumber of re­ 
wards the board of trade mak es each 
year, the proportion unclaimed is slight, 
linch year the list is issued as a final 
effort to trace the men.”—London Daily 
Mail.

FOR THE FARMER. 


Millet Hay Not Good for Horses. 
Millet hay is not good for feeding to 
horses. 
There have been many cases of 
severe sick ness among horses where the 
investigation showed millet hay to be 
the cause, 
in some localities the term 
“millet disease” has been used as indi­ 
cating s i c k ne s s following the feeding to 
horses of considerable quantities of mil­ 
let hay. 
The continued feeding of millet hay as 
back from his luncheon, saw a message the sole roughage given horses causes a 
too great action of the k idneys, ami this 
is attended with lameness and 
soreness 
of the joints. The latter 
often 
swell 
greatly. 
In some eases there is an in­ 
fusion of blood into the joints. 
Some veterinarians say that another 
effect is to destroy the texture of the 
bone and render it softer. 
In such a 
condition the bone does not hold the liga­ 
ments and they are torn loose under a 
heavy strain in pulling. 
To what extent millet 
is 
injurious 
when fed with other k inds cf hay is not 
k nown. 
The chief trouble comes when 
it is fed as the exclusive rough feed.— 
Agricultural Epitomist.

Sheep and Fertility. 
Sheep, when properly managed, are the 
most efficient livestock oil the farm to 
restore fertility to the soil and at the 
same time leave both tIn* soil and the 
fertilizer in the best possible condition to 
promote rapid plant growth. 
It has been 
mv experience and observation that sheep 
improve the mechanical condition of the 
soil more than any other k ind of live­ 
stock . 
As a general rule, farmers are 
coming to believe that the pasturing of 
heavy livestock , such as the horse, and 
dairy and beef cattle, lias a tendency to 
compact tillable soils and 
mak e 
them 
much more difficult to till, and besides 
injure their physical and mechanical eon- 
dit ions. 
This is not true with sheep. 
In the 
first place they are not classed among 
heavy livestock . 
Their tramping over 
the surface of the soil does not have the 
detrimental influence of the horse or cow. 
In fact. I am inclined to believe that 
sheep decidedly improve the physical and 
mechanical condition of the soil by their 
constant tramping because their small 
hoof has a tendency to loosen the sur­ 
face soil and induce the formation of a 
shallow mulch that in no way injures the 
growth and development of the forage, 
but assists in the formation of a blank et 
to the» soil that materially aids in the 
conservation of soil moisture. 
I have observed on my farm, where 
sheep have been pastured alongside of 
cattle in adjoining fields, that the 
p a s­ 
ture upon which the sheep grazed pos­ 
sessed a deeper green appearance during 
the summer months 
than 
that upon 
which the cattle were pasturing.—New 
York Farmer. 


FEEDING OURSELVES. 


Farm Products More Than Keeping 
Pa ce» 
with the Home Demand. 
In spite of ihe declaration that the 
production of foodstuffs is not k eeping 
pace with the growth of population, the 
department of agriculture has issued a 
statement 
showing 
that 
the United! 
States is more than holding its own in 
the task of feeding its people. 
The bu­ 
reau of statistics is authority for the dec­ 
laration that during the fiscal year the 
imports of farm products into the Unit­ 
ed States were valued at $540,000,000, 
which was $14.01X1.000 less than in llXXi. 
and $87,000,000 less than in 19 07. 
T hat 
the American farmer is awak ening to 
the necessity for closer and more inten­ 
sive cultivation of his land is evidenced 
by the fact that during seven 
years 
prior to 19 00 more than half of the total 
imports into the country consisted of 
farm products. 
In the nine years since 
19 00 much less than half of the im­ 
ports have been products of the farms.

Telling Age of Poultry. 
English authorities hold that there is 
no certain test of age for poultry, but 
they admit and endorse the experience 
of the writer that in general the spurs 
both of hens and cock s will distinguish 
a 2-year-o'd bird, but there are excep­ 
tions in which really young birds de­ 
velop old-look ing 
spurs, while 
really 
second-year 
birds 
preserve the short, 
rounded spurs of a cock erel. 
The texture of the legs is a guide to 
some extent, and so is the delicacy and 
freshness of the sk in of the face and 
comb, but still an occasional hen will 
preserve her youthful appearance to a 
startling degree. 
The sk in of the body is a better test, 
becoming coarser and drier-look ing with 
age. 
Formerly the wing feathers were con­ 
sidered an absolute test as between a 
pullet and a hen, even after the long 
practice of early breeding had made the 
molting of early pullets quite common. 
To a certain extent the absence of 
pullet quills still is regarded as evidence 
of greater ago, but for some time these 
feathers also have been becoming more 
and more uncertain as to 
the 
actual 
fact, unnaturally early hatching having 
upset all the old rules. 
It is more difficult to judge the age of 
water fow’ls than of other poultry, part­ 
ly from 
the 
absence of spurs, partly 
from greater longevity and partly be­ 
cause the water k eeps their legs soft 
and fresh. 
Duck s wdddle more heavily as they 
grow older, and after two or three years 
acquire a depression down the breast. 
An abdominal pouch of great size in­ 
dicates great age in geese. 
Turk eys up to a year old are said to 
have black feet, which grow pink up to 
years of age, when they gradually 
turn gray and dull. 
Age in pigeons is often told by the 
color 
o f the breast. 
In squabs the flesh 
look s whitish as seen through the sk in, 
but becomes more and more purplish as 
the bird grows older.—M. K. Boyer.

British Statesman Warn s His Co u n try­ 


men o f Th eir Peril. 
London, Jan. 
5.—Ex -Premier Bal­ 
four, in a speech at Hanley , ab used 
the government of neglecting the navy , 
and he added some remarkable utter­ 
ances in connection with that subject 
respecting British relations with Ger­ 
many . 
He said he did not blame the 
government of Germany increasing her 
power and fighting strength more rap­ 
idly than Great Britain, but he blamed 
It from withholding from the house of 
commons and from the country the 
knowledge it possesses that this vital 
alteration had taken place. 
The gov­ 
ernment had taken no steps to counter­ 
act the German advantage, and it was 
only accidentally that the country had 
gained knowledge of it. 
Great Britain was now in a position 
in this m atter in which it had not been 
within living memory , and her naval 
supremacy in her own seas would be 
threatened in the near- future. Unless 
the navy were supreme the British 
empire would ex ist only on sufferance. 
No continental country had ever been 
able to understand the temper of the 
British people, Mr. Balfour said, but 
while he gave a note of warning to for­ 
eign critics, he warned his hearers 
that unless they 'bestirred themselves 
Great Britain would be in a position of 
peril unknown to their Cat hers, grand­ 
fathers and great-grandfathers, and if 
this position of peril ended in a great 
catastrophe, the country would not 
easily arise from it.

Washington, Jan. 5. — The question 
of taking steps to show that it stands 
with the “regular” Republicans in con­ 
gress who are supporting the admin­ 
istration as opposed to the senate in­ 
surgents and the house insurgents, is 
under consideration by the Taft admin­ 
istration. 
It has become known that 
the president has under consideration 
the advisability of ignoring, in matters 
of patronage, the recommendations of 
those Republicans who withhold their 
support from the regular congressional 
organization 
in 
its 
efforts 
to 'put 
through administration measures. This 
question was laid before the president 
by men acting in behalf of Speaker 
Cannon. Pending its determination by 
the president, many appointments, for­ 
merly allotted as a m atter of right to 
senators and representatives, are to 
he held in abey ance. 
Leaders of the 
Cannon organization are insistent that 
the insurgents are not Republicans, 
and that it is high time steps were 
taken to have them come into line or 
leave the party . 
Additional information obtained was 
that attacks on the insurgents have 
been countenanced by the Republican 
congressional committee. 
That organ­ 
ization, it is said, has undertaken the 
distribution of literature 
in 
which 
statements are made that the insur­ 
gents are not Republicans and intimat­ 
ing it would be better all around if 
those leading the attack on the or­ 
ganization were retired to private life. 
Further, it is charged, an active cam- : 
paign is to be waged by supporters of 
the house organization in opposition 
to the renomination of certain insur­ 
gents. 
Such campaigns have been al­ 
ready started, it is alleged, in certain 
districts. 
So far these efforts, which 
those affected say they 
been inspired by the house organiza­ 
tion, have been unsuccessful. The sit­ 
uation confronting the administration 
is full of grave political possibilities. 
It may lead, some Republicans 
gest, to factional strife that will not be 
carried to a conclusion until the rep­ 
resentatives of the party meet in na­ 
tional convention in 1912. 
The hope 
is ex pressed by many Republicans that 
the president will sianad aloof from 
the controversy , refusing to become a 
party to it at the instance of the house 
organization. 
At the same time the 
president is represented as having lis­ 
tened to the suggestion that the in­ 
surgents should have no control over 
federal appointments and his decision 
in the matter will be reached at an 
early date. 
An administration leader 
said that regardless of his party , the 
president had come to the conclusion 
that these senators and représenta- : 
tives who are fighting him on the lec­ 
ture platforms need ex pect no consid- ; 
eration at the hands of the administra­ 
tion.

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Sugar Trust Prosecution Se­ 


cures Important Admissions. 


New York, Jan. 5.—Special counse 
for the government in the sugar fraud 
investigation Henry L. Stimson and 
Winfred T. Denison, obtained a con­ 
fession from two former employes of 
the trust, which was regarded as 
so important by them that Mr. Stim­ 
son went to Washington to submit the 
new evidence to Attorney General 
Wickersham and ask Mr. Wickersham 
how far, in his opinion, it was possible 
to go in prosecuting the men really 
“higher up.” 
The two former employes, Britton 
and McGraw, who made affidavits be­ 
fore 
Commissioner 
Shields 
which 
cleared up a number of cloudy points 
in the investigation, told all they knew 
about the methods of fraud practiced 
on the docks by the American Sugar 
Refining company, and how the money 
was passed along down the line from 
important officials to petty weighers 
and checkers. 
Their evidence as to 
fraudulent weighing was not regarded 
as so important by Mr. Stimson and 
Mr. Denison, because this form of 
crookedness had been thoroughly ex­ 
posed hv Richard Parr, now deputy 
surveyor, but, according to the belief 
around the custom house, Britton and 
McGraw were able to help the special 
counsel trace bribe money. 
It was said by an official connected 
with the investigation that the federal 
grand jury here, which has resumed 
its sittings, will return several more 
indictments against sugar trust em­ 
ployes as a result of what Britton and 
McGraw told Mr. Stimson and Mr. 
Denison. It is believed in the federal 
building that at least one important 
former official will he indicted, and 
that James F. Bendernagel, formerly 
general superintendent of the Have- 
meyer and Elder refineries, in whose 
case the jury disagreed, will be re­ 
tried.

The Mt. Pilatus Line Which Rises 5344 
Feet in Three Miles. 


The engineering difficulties in such a 
c o u n tr y as Switzerland have, of course, 
been enormous. 
Lines have been con­ 
structed along the valleys, over mountain 
passes, through long tunnels and across 
great gorges where it might well have 
seemed 
impossible to 
put a 
road. 
I t 
w’tis almost everywhere 
necessary 
to 
take account of “ the lay of the land” 
aud to build the lilies only as the topo­ 
graphy of the country dictated or mad© 
possible. 
Hence on every hand curves, 
sinuousities and grades, bridges and tun ­ 
nels, outs and fills, dykes and viaducts 
which make of the Swiss lines one of 
the most interesting examples of engi­ 
neering aud building skill anywhere to 
he found. 
One of the most remarkable and in- 
t eros ting railways in the country is th a t 
to the summit of Mount Pilarns. T he 
height of the Pilatus Kulm Station above 
the sea level is GBB I feet. 
It is 5344 
feet above the station at the foot of 
the mountain, while the length of th© 
railway is nearly three miles. 
The av­ 
erage gradient is 31.4 feet in IOO feet, 
which is the equivalent of 20 degree* 
50 minutes, while the maximum gradient 
is 48 feet in IOO feet or tile equivalent 
of 25 degrees 30 minutes. 
T he founda­ 
tion of this railway consists of a con­ 
tinuous wall of solid masonry covered 
with large slabs of granite and extend­ 
ing from the lake shore upwards to th© 
summit of the mountain. 
There are no 
iron bridges at a n y point, the torrent 
betis and 
ravines being 
spanned 
by 
arches of masonry. 
Iron and steel ar© 
used throughout as a superstructure, it 
being secured to the foundation at every 
meter by large bolts embedded in th© 
foundation. 
The track rail is a double* 
row of vertical cogs milled out of solid 
steel bars, and each locomotive and c a r 
is provided with two 
horizontal 
cog 
wheels which grip the raised rack-rail 
from either side. 
In addition 
to 
th© 
usual hand and air brakes, autom a tie 
brakes are provided 
which 
m ake 
th© 
railway perfectly safe. 
Steam is th© 
motive power, the boiler and engine be­ 
ing combined 
with 
the passenger car 
iii a single carriage. 
There are four 
com partm ents seating eight passengers 
and the speed is about one meter per 
second, or about <35 yards per minute. 
The boiler supplies steam to the engine 
at a pressure of 12 atmospheres and is 
placed crosswise on tile truck.—Charles 
I*’.

CESARE LOMBROSO. 


A Tribute to His Life and His Work 
by an Admirer. 


Lombroso 
took the great gospel 
of 
mercy to sinners and made it scientific 
and m atter of fact.. H ere was a kind 
heart driving a powerful intelligence like 
an electric searchlight into the darkest 
corners of dungeons. 
For intellect is 
not the chilly thing th a t some people 
suppose. 
It is emotion heated to incan­ 
descence* 
It is the w arm th of hum an 
feeling bursting into white light. 
The debate aS to whether hearts or 
heads do most good in the world is real­ 
ly meaningless—since good heads are im­ 
possible without th at absorbed interest 
iu life, which is the same as sympathy. 
Lombroso made the whole world kinder 
to criminals by proving that they are 
sick. 
IIis demonstration was perhaps 
the most cru shiig reproof to phariseeism 
th a t has been delivered in a thousand 
years. 
H e showed that it is by the 
grace of God, and by no virtue of our 
ow n, th at most of us are out of jail. The 
proof was the more convincing, because 
it didn't preach. 
The gospeller deployed 
his facts—and passed on. 
Probably the 
enduring moral lessons are all to be 
taught in this w ay—by thinkers and ob­ 
servers who do not set up to be moral­ 
ists. 
Lombroso’s doctrine th a t moral defec­ 
tives and delinquents are a social product 
—that their sins arc in some sense so­ 
cial sins for which the race is responsi­ 
ble—is a counterpart 
of 
the 
historic 
church doctrine that the multitude are 
saved by the holiness of the saints. Both 
these teachings challenge our egotism 
and prepare us for social service and 
citizenship. Perhaps the good doctor of 
l urin exaggerated the influence of mere 
heredity, and took too little account of 
education and environment. 
I think he 
did. 
But he was tremendously right in 
insisting th at no man can be bad without 
a bad backing. 
Penology—the science of dealing ef­ 
fectively 
with 
law breakers — passes 
through three stages. 
In the earliest and crudest phase, the 
punishment of criminals is simply vin­ 
dictive. 
Society gets mad and revenges 
itself upon the offender. 
B ut modern civilization 
has 
tended 
gradually, through the middle ranges of 
its development, to a less m alignant and 
a more prudential state of mind. 
The old vindictiveness gives way to 
another motive. 
The later codes turn 
from the thought of the deserts of the 
criminal to another 
thought—the 
pro­ 
tection of society. 
In this second stage 
of development the penalties of the law 
may be very severe, yet the judicial 
feeling is supposed not to be vengeful. 
The convict is coolly sacrificed to the 
public good. 
But it was impossible for the modern 
age to stop here, because 
the 
atmos­ 
phere of our time is full of thè thought 
of correlation of all persons, all facts, all 
forces—the idea that society is an or­ 
ganic growth, 
in 
which 
everybody 
is 
somehow indissolubly related to Every­ 
body else. 
So dt has come to pass that 
the science of penology has entered into 
a new, a third stage. 
It is no longer 
intent upon hurting the criminal. Nor 
is it. possible to leave him out of consid­ 
eration and attend merely to the safe­ 
guarding of other people. 
We have come * to the conclusion in 
these latter years—and Cesare Lombroso 
has dmie more than any other man to 
help us to it—that penalties should be 
healing »and salutary to those that suffer 
them. 
W e m ust save society by vigor­ 
ously doing good to its enemies.—Charles 
Ferguson.

this bacillus. 
Massol bacilli are now pre­ 
sented in a novel form—that of chocolate 
creams, each containing 10,(XX),000 bacilli 
—and 
it was one of these 
chocolate 
creams which caused such havoc among 
the innocent typhoid microbes in the bot­ 
tle.—London Daily Mail.

The department is undecided as to 
whether the proceeding shall be civil 
or criminal. The Burley society is an 
organization composed largely of farm­ 
ers. 
It is contended by the members 
that they have been forced to band 
themselves together to resist the oper­ 
ations of the American Tobacco com­ 
pany, the so-called trust. 
The government will take its first j 
step in the prosecution of the Burley 
Tobacco society in a day or two, when 
it will file in the United States court 
at Cincinnati injunction 
proceedings

man anti trust law.
